F irst a native, having clim bed 
the great trunk of the teak or cedar or 
oak tree he has selected, begins by cut­ 
ting off some Of the branches the right 
length to support a platform of bamboo 
on w hich his house is to rest. 
You 
would wonder how he could do anything 
w ith the tools lie uses if you should see 
them . Ho has no saw or steel edged ax, 
but only a sort of tom ahaw k m ade of 
stone and knives of bone or hard wood. 
When, however, ho has in some way 
m anaged to get the lim bs of his tree so 
cu t and fashioned as to support his 
house, his hardest work is done. 
The house itself is soon b u ilt and is 
m ade of bamboo strips and thatched 
w ith palm leaves. 
All parts are firm ly 
lashed together w ith strips of rattan 
palm , a very tough vine, used by the 
natives in place of ropes. 
It is not a 
large house, though it som etim es con­ 
tain s several rooms, hut it is a safe and 
secure retreat for the women and chil­ 
dren in case of a sudden attack by hos­ 
tile tribes. 
The house is reached from the ground 
by a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vines. 
In case an enem y ap­ 
pears the ladder Is draw n up, and the 
m an and his fam ily and the pig are safe 
w ith in the house. 
The elevation not 
only secures the household from w ild 
beasts and from the ants that roam the 
country, seeking w h at they m ay devour, 
but also from disease g^rms, w hich, like 
those of yellow fever, do not rise abovo 
a certain level. 
The breeze, too, rocks 
the house gently, like a cradle, and sets 
the fresh air into circulation, m aking it 
d elightfully refreshing after the sultry 
heats below. 
If you should clim b the long ladder 
and peep in at the door, you w ill find 
the fam ily, perhaps, all asleep or sitting 
about the floor eating yams, cocoanuts 
and bananas, and sharing them w ith 
their pet pigs, parrots or poultry. 
You 
w ill find there no pictures, toys or play­ 
things, such as even the poorest children 
am ong us possess; no m usic and no 
books, no furniture in the room, not 
even a bed and no m ats on the floor. 
M any a true built nest is constructed 
w ith m ore art and is more com fortable 
for the little ones who are bom in it, 
and is fa r prettier than the rude huts of 
the w ild men of New G uinea.— Phila- 
ielp h ia Inquirer.

lias been suggested th a t the idea is that, 
being already dead, the captor w ill not 
trouble to kill them. 
More probably it is m erely a ruso in 
the hope th at by lying still they may 
be forgotten and craw l off presently u n ­ 
observed. 
A nother reason is suggested 
by the fact th a t cats and the cat tribe 
ilo not often touch their prey unless it 
moves.— Loudon Standard.

Man was indubitably at one period of 
his existence an arboreal animal. He 
had much to do with “ tho trees of the 
garden.” In some plact*s mid as repre­ 
sented by some races he still lives 
among them. 
The natives of New- Guinea climb 
like monkeys and travel for long dis­ 
tances from one tree to another without 
descending to the ground. The birds 
build little fairylike cabins on tho 
ground, but the people construct their 
houses in the top of the tallest forest 
trees. 
First a native, having climbed 
the great trunk of the teak or cedar or 
oak tree he hits selected, begins by cut­ 
ting off some of t he branches the right 
length to support a platform of bamboo 
on which his house is to rest. 
You 
would wonder how ho could do anything 
with the tExils he uses if you should see 
them. Ho has no saw or steel edged ax, 
but only a sort of tomahawk mado of 
stone and knives of bone or hard wood. 
When, however, ho has in some way 
managed to get the limbs of his tree so 
cut and fashioned as to support his 
house, his Loudest work is done. 
The house itself is .soon built and is 
made of bamboo strips aud thatched 
With palm leaves. 
All parts are firmly 
lashed together with strips of rattan 
palm, a very tough vine, used by the 
natives in place of ropes. It is not a 
large house, though it sometimes con­ 
tains several rooms, but it is a safe and 
secure retreat for the women and chil­ 
dren in case of a sudden attack by hos­ 
tile tribes. 
Tile house is cached from the ground 
by a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vines. In case an enemy ap­ 
pears the ladder is drawn up, and the 
man and his family and the pig an* safe 
within the house. The elevation not 
only secures the household from wild 
beasts and from the ants that main the 
country, seeking what they may devour, 
but also from disease germs, which, like 
those of yellow fever, do not rise abovo 
a certain level. The breeze, too, rocks 
the house gently, like a cradle, and sets 
the fresh air into circulation, making it 
delightfully refreshing after the sultry 
heats below. 
If you should climb the long ladder 
and pt5ep in at the door, you will find 
the family, perhaps, all asleep or sitting 
*bout the floor (-ating yams, cocoanuts 
and bananas, and sharing them with 
their pet pigs, parrots or poultry. You 
will find there no pictures, toys or play­ 
things, such as even the poorest children 
among us possess; no music and no 
books, no furniture in the room, not 
even a bed and no mats on the floor. 
Many a true built nest is constructed 
with more art and is mom comfortable 
for the little ones who are born in it, 
and is far prettier than the rude huts of 
the wild men of New G uinea—Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer.

It 
has tx-eu suggested that tilt* idea is that, 
being already dead, the captor will not 
trouble to kill them. 
More probably it is merely a rn so in 
the hope that lur lying still they may 
be forgotten aud crawl off presently un­ 
observed. Another reason is suggested 
by the fact that cats and the cat tribe 
do not often touch their prey unless it 
moves.—Loudon Standard.
